and contemn'd as Seditious; and if they

his Proſecution, it neither was from any 
Opinion of his Senſe, 'or of his Honeſty, 
but as it favour'd the Politick Intereſt, they 


were at that Time carrying on upon ano- 
ther Occaſion.

of our Bleſſed Lord, that could ever be 


brought to own the leaſt Failure on his 
Part? But that on the other Hand, his 
Sufferings were predetermin'd of God, to

the Power of the moſt Vifible, and the 
ſtrongeſt Judicial Infatuation in'the World. 
And therefore our Bleffed Lord, not only 
pray d to his Father to forgive them, and 


pitied the Ignorance they acted in, but we 


cannot doubt but that his Precious Blood 
was ſhed at that Time for the Remiſſion 
even of the very Sin of ſhedding it to ma- 
ny of thoſe who wete then Guilty, and 
might aſterwards believe in him.
